
Hospital gets $700,000 renovation grant

The Mountain View Health 
Care Centre has been awarded 
a provincial capitol grant for ex¬ 
tensive renovations to the 
hospital. 

News of the $700,000 grant 
was made last week by the 
Alberta Minister of Public 
Works and Supply Ken 
Kowalski, Alberta Minister of 
Health Nancy Betkowski and 


Olds/Didsbury MLA Roy Bras¬ 
sard. 

Mountain View Health 
Care Centre Administrator Den¬ 
nis Stabbler said the money will 
be used to upgrade the aux¬ 
iliary hospital. 

"The Adult Day Support 
program will be expanded and 
the physio aspect will be mov¬ 
ed around," Stabbler said. "As 
a result of the expansion, the 


education area will also have to 
be improved." 

Improvements will also be 
made to the hospital's dining 
room to make it a little more 
comfortable. 

Besides renovations to ex¬ 
isting units, the grant will also 
be used for the creation of a 
new Cognitively Impaired Unit 
for the north wing of the 
hospital. 


"We will hopefully be set¬ 
ting up this C.l. unit to try and 
segregate patients more in 
terms of the care they need," 
said Stabbler. "It's a different 
concept. The north wing will be 
increased so patients can con¬ 
gregate in one unit." 

On top of these major 
changes, Stabbler said the 
money will also be used to 
make some upgrades to elec¬ 


trical and other building 
systems to bring them up to 
code in the 27-year-old 
hospital. 

Cost of these upgrades to 
the hospital will be entirely 
covered by the capitol grant. 
The hospital's capitol budget 
will be used to cover GST ex¬ 
penses.

Assistant Mountain View 
County Commissioner Tony 
Martens said the search for a 
suitable site for a regional land¬ 
fill will continue despite the 
finding of Alberta Environment 
that a possible site near the 
Mobile Oil Harmattan plant 
could be used if extensive 
engineering was done. 

"We are still waiting for the 
official report," said Martens. 
"But word from the testing said 
is probably wouldn't pan out 
because of a lack of clay. It 
would need a lot of work done 
before we could use it." 

Martens said the testing re¬ 
sults, which took nearly a year 
to return, means the Regional 
Waste Management Authority 
will continue its search for an 
appropriate piece of land with¬ 
in the county to dump waste. 
This is only the second time a 
site has gone through the possi¬ 
ble landfill testing process in 
the 2 years since the authority 
was formed. 

Five sites have been consid¬ 
ered by the Authority but were 
discounted before further test-

Petition calls for dog’s destruction

A woman savagely attacked 
by a dog in a Didsbury park last 
month is circulating a petition 
asking for the dog's destruction. 

Colleen Stangward said she 
is not satisfied with the fines 
levied against the dog's owner by 
.1 provincial court judge earlier 
this month and is asking people 
to sign her petition demanding 
that the dog be destroyed 

“I have been talking to this 
lady who has been a breeder for 
15 years,” Strangward said 
“And she said once attack always 
attack." 

Strangward, who moved to 
Didsbury with her family from 
Calgary May 1, was attacked 


while she played with her 
children in a park near their 
home late last month Her small 
dog, who had been tied to a tree 
while the family played, was the 
brunt of the attack from the bull 
terrior who had escaped from the 
fenced-in yard of its owner 
Strangward said it took the 
efforts of 2 men and herself to 
free her dog. Strangward suffer¬ 
ed a bit in the attack Her dog, 
while badly hurt, is recovering 

“This is the kind of thing 
you only expect in the city, not 
here," Strangward said “It's a 
shame that we all have to be on 
guard because the judge went so 
light." 

The owner of the dog was 


fined $10 for no dog tag, $10 for 
allowing the dog to run at large 
and $100 for allowing the dog to 
bite. Under the town by-law 
which prohibits dogs to run free 
outside of their owners property, 
the fine is $75. 

“I feel strongly that people 
need to be more responsible," 
Strangward said "If that dog 
had a proper fence or had been 
leashed like it was supposed to be 
under the town by-law, this 
wouldn't have happened." 

Strangward said she plans to 
keep circulating the petition and 
will use it unless the owner 
voluntarily has the dog put down 
or sends it out of town

It's a picture that many of us associate with the hor¬ 
ror of war in the Middle East—children holding 
automatic weapons like they were born with them in 
their hand. 

Children with M-16's, semi-automatic rifles and 
bazookas, killing and being killed, is something we 
don't expect to see in our own country, never mind in 
our own town. Yet similar things are happening in 
Didsbury. 

The guns these children carry are not the arm¬ 
aments of war, but instead they are hunting rifles which 
belong to their parents or bee-bee guns given as gifts. 

And while as yet no child has been killed or even 
hurt by these small, armed warriors, there is a large and 
growing concern over the amount of destruction they 
are doing. 

Pets are being found shot, sometimes to death, but 
many times just close enough to death that they suffer 
horribly. Animals living around our area, protected by 
Fish and Wildlife, are being wantonly destroyed through 
the callousness of these children who have come to 
think of shooting as "fun.” 

I have talked to a number of people who are just 
plain disgusted with the amount of carnage these local 
children are making. Not only are they enraged by the 
loss of their pets and/or windows, they are quite afraid 
that they themselves or the children will be the next to 
be shot. The possibility of a human being hurt is high. 
These children are not trained to use a gun, they ob¬ 
viously don't have the responsible attitudes necessary to 
use one, and if they think shooting the neighborhood 
dog is "fun," what might their next "fun" target be? 

The parents of these children need to be more re¬ 
sponsible. How is it that they allow their rifles to be 
taken out of the house by 11- and 12-year-olds when 
everyone knows hunting rifles should be kept under 
lock and key; not only to keep the children safe from ac¬ 
cidents but also to ensure the guns don't fall into 
criminal hands should the house be burglarized. 

And as observers, we should also take more respon¬ 
sibility. We need to phone the RCMP as soon as we see 
an armed child. We need to let these children know that 
they are breaking the law and can be punished for it. 

In Calgary, you hear stories in the media all the time 
about children being killed with their friends play with 
guns. Let's hope that this won't be one of the news 
stories I have to cover anytime soon.

Although the swimming pool 
project was promoted as a 
wonderful thing for the town, the 
recent plebiscite, which carried 
by a vote of only 62%, shows that 
many people were opposed, and 
undoubtedly for good reasons 

J ust this spring a large 
number of people met with 
County officials at Harmattan to 
express their serious concerns 
about the increase in taxes. 
Those of us who are still in the 
real world can see that with 
rapidly rising debt and taxes, and 
with continuing bankruptcies of 
farms and businesses (some long 


established) the economy is in 
very poor condition and the 
future does not look bright. 

There was a significant 
increase in Town of Didsbury 
taxes this year and even the first 
phase of this pool project will 
increase the burden markedly 
There are other considerations 
too: construction costs are often 
underestimated so could be 
greater; there will be a large 
ongoing operating cost, much of 
which is charged to taxes; 
additions to the facility are 
planned; and, last but not least, 
because we benighted people are 
still cursed with an impossible 


picture if possible. 

I expect to receive many 
letter from your readers wishing 
to correspond with our students.

The Province of Alberta 
reaffirmed its commitment to the 
protection, enhancement and 


wise use of Alberta's environ¬ 
ment with the re-introduction of 
Bill 23: The Alberta E nvironmen- 
tal Protection and E nhance- 
ment Act. Environment Minister 
Ralph Klein first introduced this 
proposed legislation in June 
1991 After two years of 
consultation with Albertans, the 
re-introduction of this proposed 
legislation is an integral measure 
to ensure that the commitment to 
protect our environment is 
practiced by government, busi¬ 
ness and individuals. 

The proposed Alberta E nvir- 
onmental Protection and E n- 
hancement Act is a consolidation 
of nine existing environmental 
acts and is the result of 28 
months of work. This integrated 
and streamlined approach to 
legislation will yield more effec¬ 


tive environmental laws for 
Alberta to ensure that Albertans 
are prepared to meet the 
environmental pressures facing 
the province in this decade and 
beyond. This comprehensive 
legislation will also contribute to 
greater intergovernmental co¬ 
operation on environmental is¬ 
sues and will enable Alberta to 
fulfill its constitutional responsi¬ 
bilities for the management of 
our environment within the 
province.

The legacy of the $200 
billion debt and the compounded 
yearly interest has been a burden 
for all taxpayers. 



The same can be said 
about taxes—people own their 
homes only as long as they can 
keep paying the taxes on them It 
is alarming to note that even on 
this continent, so richly endowed 
with natural resources, an 
increasing number of people are 
becoming homeless. 

Having said all that, I would

whether it can be afforded or not 
Such a system encourages 
irresponsibility and discourages 
responsibility as incentive to 
work and save are destroyed.

spending is already devoted to

After 
the recent fatal stabbing in a 
Calgary schoolyard, the young 
people interviewed suggested 
that the problems of juveniles 
could be reduced if parents spent 
more time with their children 
However, since over half of 
income now goes for taxes, in 
many families both parents must 
work long hours just to make 
ends meet. It appears that the 
quality of family life deteriorates 
as public spending increases.

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Looking back as we say 
goodbye 


The Mountain View Bible 
College ended its 66 year reign in 
the Town of Didsbury last month 
to move on to a bigger and better 
phase in Calgary The move has 
left a vacancy in the hearts of 
many Didsbury residents who 
have fond memories of the 
college. For them we present this 
look back at the college's history. 

Alvin Traub was considered 
a visionary by the Christian 
people of Didsbury As early as 
1920, he decided Alberta needed 
a place for training Christian 
people and felt Didsbury was the 
place to do it. By 1926, he got 
permission from others in his 
church to raise funds to construct 
a building to hold Bible classes, 
but no one actually thought he 
could raise the money in the 
small community. 

They were wrong. Within 4 
weeks he had managed to gather 
together over $5,000 in cash and 
pledges. Construction on what is 
now known as Traub Hall began 
on August 27, 1926, but only with 
permission to build half of his 
original plan Undaunted by the 
"unbelievers," Traub finished 
the building and opened the 
Mountain View Bible School on 
November 11, 1926 The school 
only managed to grow from there 
despite fears the community 


would not be able to support it. 
The second half of Mr. Traub's 
building was finished in 1936 
Support for the college was 
always strong The Missionary 
Church, individual churches, 
alumni and their families have 
made the difference over the life 
of Mountain View Bible College. 
The creation of the K ing's Kattle 
also made a difference It was 
developed in 1956 as a fundrais¬ 
ing program in which people 
bought $100 shares in a cow, 
housed it at a local farm and 
shared profits from the produce 
of the animal with the college 
(the shareholder got their $100 
back). One year, the college 
managed to raise close to $36,000 
with this program. The program 
continues to exist and will 
become part of the new college 
The purpose of the school 
has always been the same: to 
teach lay people how to become 
more effective in their local 
church. The basic courses have 
been taught right from the 
beginning with some new, more 
modern approaches thrown in 
along the way. Education at the 
college had two focuses, one was 
to prepare students for the 
ministry and the second to foster 
pastoral leadership in the local 
area and in the mission field. 


Through the years, the college's 
curriculum has expanded from a 
2-year course to a 3-year diploma 
and a 4-year Bachelor of 
Religious Education degree with 
majors in Bible, Christian Educa¬ 
tion, Missions, Church Music/ 
Christian Education and Pastoral 
Studies Students from the 
college have gone on to semin¬ 
ary, the mission field, education 
and to be strong leaders in their 
local churches. 

The college has always run 
privately, without government 
support. Today's college leaders 
say they were always surprised at 
how the college managed to 
survive within such a small 
constituency. But the support of 
Didsbury and the churches has 
always been a serious part of the 
college. The town supported the 
college not only financially, but 
in other ways as well. The col¬ 
lege enjoyed wonderful coopera¬ 
tion with the municipality as well 
as with the local businesses. 

Next week, The Didsbury 
Review will report about where 
the college is going now, its new 
role as a merged college in 
Calgary and what is happening 
with the land they are leaving 
behind.

Mercury found in one of the 
producing wells at the Shell 
Caroline plant site is causing 
some changes to be made in 
construction 

Shell spokeperson Adrianne 
Lamb said some minor modifica¬ 
tions will need to take place at the 
plant to deal with the mercury 
found in the 8 of 1 well at the 
north end of the Caroline field 

"At this point we have gone 
to some overseas facilities to see 
how they deal with this and learn 
from them," Lamb said. "And 
we are doing more testing to see 


what form the mercury is in so we 
can find out what method to use 
to filter it from the raw gas." 

Lamb said testing for mer¬ 
cury is rarely done but compon¬ 
ents of the plant made the search 
necessary. 

"Research has shown that 
mercury could corrode aluminum 
and that is a large component of 
our plant But normally we would 
not test for mercury," she said 

Mercury is a highly poison¬ 
ous substance which occurs 
naturally. Lamb said the tests 
have indicated a 100-200 part per 


billion trace in the gas 

"Because it is such a low 
level it doesn't pose a health 
hazard," she said. 

Modifications to the first of 
its kind gas plant will have to be 
made to deal with the mercury 
presence. Lamb said a special 
filtering process will be installed 
at the well site and other 
precautions for disposing the 
mercury will be added to the 
plant site. 

The modifications are not 
expected to impact on the 
project's construction deadline 


Highway death under 
investigation

Sundre RCMP are continu¬ 
ing to investigate the death of an 
Eagle Hill man after an accident 
near Sundre last week. 

Bartley Neil Blaine, age 21, 
was found dead in the early 
morning hours of June 11 after 
his car was spotted in a ditch by a 
passing motorist on Highway 27, 
4 km. east of Sundre. 

Sundre RCMP said the car 
had been travelling eastbound on 
the highway when it drove off the 
road into the north ditch Blaine 
was the only occupant of the car 

The exact cause of Blaine's 


death as well as the nature of the 
accident are still under investiga¬ 
tion An autopsy is being 
performed in Calgary and is 
expected to give more answers. 

Weather and road conditions 
are not considered to be a factor 
in the accident.

Lower interest rates 
improve housing 

affordability 


Average renters* looking to 
buy are having an easier time as 
a greater proportion of the 
available resale housing market 
is now more affordable, accord¬ 
ing to an article in Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion's (CMHC) Canadian Hous¬ 
ing Markets report, released last 
month. 

"Lower interest rates have 
reduced carrying costs and 
increased the range of resale 
housing available to the average 
renter," said Pip White, 
CMHC's Market Analyst, Afford¬ 
ability. 

The largest supply and 
choice of resale homes available 
are found in the Prairie and 
Atlantic regions, where house 
prices are lower compared to 
other provinces. The number of 
resale units available ranges 
from 54.8% in Calgary to 86.6% 
in Saskatoon Most renters could 
afford to buy some form of single 
detached house in these areas. 

In most Quebec centres 
average renters can afford almost 
two-thirds of the supply which 
includes a wide selection of 
single detached houses. Al¬ 
though lower interest rates have 


resulted in improved access to a 
larger portion of the market, 
access remains the lowest in 
British Columbia because of 
relatively high house prices. 
Choices in Vancouver and Victor¬ 
ia are limited to some form of 
multiple unit and less than 20% 
of the supply is affordable. 

In Ontario, most areas offer 
potential homeowners a choice of 
units. Less expensive cities such 
as Windsor and Thunder Bay 
present the largest supply and 
range of housing options in the 
province. In Toronto, where 
house prices are the highest, 
renters have a smaller supply to 
choose from, mainly condomin¬ 
ium apartments or townhouses. 

Another article in Canadian 
Housing Markets outlines the 
best ways of minimizing mort¬ 
gage costs. The biggest saving 
can be realized by paying half the 
monthly payment bi-weekly 
which provides the borrower with 
the equivalent of one extra 
monthly payment each year. 

*The average renter is 
defined as being in the private 
rental market, aged 20 to 44, with 
sufficient income to potentially 
buy a home.

LIVING SKILLS FOR YOUR 
CHILDREN

When young adults leave 
home for more education or their 
first job, how well prepared are 
they to take care of themselves? 
Can they clean a home and keep 
it that way? Do they know how to 
shop for and cook healthy foods? 
Are they able to manage (budget) 
their income? If the answer to 
these questions is yes, then they 
are released from the extra time 
it takes to learn these things 
when time is needed to concen¬ 
trate on studies, career or other 
areas of living. Mary Ellen 
Norgard, D.H.E. at Oyen, shares 
these tips to help your child 
develop living skills 

In his book, “401 Ways to 
Get Your Kids to Work at 

Home,” Monson McCullough 
writes: “As a parent, there are 
ways to prepare your child for the 
Big World whether they are 2 or 
22 During the eighteen years or 
so a child is in your home, you 
will be doing lots of things and 
going many places, so why not 
get full value from these 
experiences through goal setting, 
and plan your activities to 

provide the maximum instruc¬ 
tional benefit for your children? 

The child's accomplishment 
of skills will improve self-image 
and give the confidence on which 
to build even more skills. 
Independent children can bounce 
back from crises and move 
forward while dependent chil¬ 
dren are more vulnerable to 

problems that can ruin their 
lives. You, the parent, will enjoy 
many rewards too your sense of 
success develops, the workload is 
shared, and the child will be 
working with you rather than 
against you Setting these goals 
will create more time for the 

parent and child to enjoy other 
things in life." 

When teaching your child 


new skills: 

1 Break the job down into 
small manageable parts. 

2. Thoroughly show and tell 
each part of the job 

3. Offer encouragement and 
appreciation. A child who thinks 
she can, can. Avoid the “do it or 
else" situation 

4 Keep work periods short 
and successful 

5. Stay with your child as he 
works until he has successfully 
completed a chore three different 
times on separate days. 

6. Let your child take part in 
learning fun skills, not just 
cleaning tasks—decorating a 
cake, planning games for a 
birthday party, arranging flow¬ 
ers, etc. 

Work Motivators - If you 

are teaching young children to 
pick up their toys and clothes, 
here are some ideas to make the 
task more fun: 

1. Wind up one another and 
pretend to be work robots 

2. Wind up a music box and 
see how much can be picked up 
before the music stops 

3. Use child size shopping 
carts to pick up toys and pretend 
to be buying them at the store. 
Set up a cash register in the 
child's bedroom. 

4 Have the child put away 
10 items in a room and then ask 
the parent to guess what was put 
away. 

5. Parent can act as Toy 
Catcher, putting misplaced toys 
in the Toy Pound. To free a toy, 
child must pay the fine by doing a 
special job for parent 

Children are wonderful. 
They bring joy, frustration, 
laughter, tears and so much 
more. Being a parent is scary, 
though We have such power 
over their lives and the people 
they will become. We need to do 
our best to love them, spend time 
with them and let them know 
they make our lives complete. It 
will pay off in spades.
